In the first place let it be understood 


that it ia erroneous to suppose that 
whitewash U used for beautifying_th.% 
public buildings in the national capita!. 
The greatest piece of architecture in 
this cour.try, and probably the most 
perfect fpecimen of srchitectnial *kiU 
ir. the world, is the capitol building in 
this city. The original building was 
made cf Maryland sandstone, and wax 
brought here from quarries in Ihe state 
of Maryland. 
It i* surmounted by a 


dome of iron, upon the apex of which 
ttantls the bronze statue of the GoJdes* 
of Liberty. 
The original sandstone building 1 


painted white, and the iron work of the 
dome is painted white. It takes thou 
sands of gallons of white paint to keep

To treat setil |>otnt<xt:, di>solve 


two an.t one-fourth ounces of cor- 
rosive eutlimate (which may be pur- 
chased at any drug store) In two or 
thrvc gallons of hot water, using n 
wooden i>ail; when dis.solved, pour 
into a barrel anil add sufficient 
water to make fifteen gallons In all 
of the solution. Free the seed i>ota- 
toos of dirt liy washing, if necessary, 
and see that they hare no sprouts on 
them: empty the [totatoes Into the 
barrel containing the solution and 
allow them to remain one hourand 
a half, at the end of which time they 
should be taken out and other lots 
treatnl with the same water.

animals eating them.

It is possible that 


this Insect will live In the southern 
balf of onr state, nnd, If so, should it 
find lodgment it will prove a most 
serious Insect enemy to all fruit trees 
and many varieties of fhnde trees 
and ornamental shrubs. (Icntrally 
the wale causes thn dentil of tlic 
trees attacked Intwoor three years 
unless prevented.
